4. The term of the membership of non-offleia 
members will be for two years from the date of app¬ 
ointment but the retiring members will be eligible for 
re-appointment. 

5. Membership of the CennitteJ will be hono¬ 
rary, but non-official members will be entitled t» 
travelling allowance and daily allowance in accor¬ 
dance with the Ministry of Finance ffice Memoran¬ 
dum No. F. (26) E. IV/59, dated 5-9-1960, as amended 
from time to time.
